The death of M Cuarles Netter is a vero bl 50 Jalais n in general 


and to the Alliance Ierseélite in particular. It was no small thing to have 


present av ong us tuch an etample of disinterested and unrcifish devotion to 
the highest ideals cf Jucaiem. Aud fer the Alliates the inepiriting effect of 
his earnest zeal and practical ability bas been mot marked in what may be 
termed their Eastern policy. Seized with the idea that Jews in the East would 
never rise Hulees aided to do so by education, ho devoted the whole of his fiery 
energy to the ettablichwent of schools for Eastern Jews, Lis name will Pro- 
bably be more immediately connected wih his ttrenucnis efforts to found and 
conduct the agricul ural colony at Jaffa, Which-was to be the beginning of 
systematic training in agriculture for Jevs throaghout the East. Unfortunately 
for reasons which we need not here enter iuto, the Jaffa experiment was not 
completely successful, aul it adds to the patios of M. Netter’s death that, after 
such arduous striving aftcr an ideal sim, he was doomed to see his efforts 
partly frustrated. Ile has, however, loft behind a m»nory which is a fat more 
permanent result of his life than any material success of his plans. 


We mentioned last weck that disappointment was widely felt in the 
Spanish and Portagueee Congregation that the Prayer of Taanksgiving, com- 
posed by the venerable Chief Rabbi, De. Aller, was not real ia the Bevis 
Marks and Dryaustone S'reet Synag yes, and thas the division between 
Astkenaz and Sephardi was unnoceesarily accentuated, ‘The fact was the more 
surprising Owing to the circamstance that the Prayer waa ued in the Spanish 
aud Portuguese Synagogue in Manchester, and, above all, in the aynagogue 
attended by Sit Moses Montefiore, the senicr heal of: the congregation. That 
it was also offered up in the Reform congregation renters. tho action of the 
Bevis Marks Congrcgation the more strange and surprising. Wo cannot believe 
it poss. ble that, as has been suggested, the Wardens feared that the use of the 
Prayer would perhaps hasten t e inevitable“ fusion” of the two sections of the 
community, a union that the. best and wisest hearts and minds of both desire to 
be brought about. Thete who support the union ha o to educate their party,” 
but even the suggested timidity of the Wardens shows how the question is 
silently making progress. A generation ago steh an idea would have been 
svoated. Now, there are not a fow of the leading members who boldly—aye, 
oven in the Vestry-room in Bevis Marks—declare their apirations for a union 
between the Sephardic and Ashkenaz sections of the community. 


We note with particular eatisfaction the announcement that the Industrial 
Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians aré now prepared to apprentice 
girls to suitable trades, For some years the Board has bad, as a special depart- 
ment, a“ workroom" whers girls aro taught, under favourable surrbundings, 
general needlework as well as the higher braaches of embroidery. This work- 
room involves a large expenditure beyond the direct receipts from the work 


executed. The department is scarcely required any longer as the money 


expended could be better utilised in apprenticing girls to drees making, millinery 
and similar trades under equally favourable circumstances as those which obtain 
at the Workroom, aud the Ladies of the Committes could give a general 
supervision to the girls in the same manner as the members of the Industrial 
Committee do to the boys apprenticed by them. We strongly advise the Com- 
mittee to endeavour to arrange for the training of girls for domestio service. 
The demand for Jewish cooks Is very gte, and Orthodox housewives despair 
of getting suitably trained Jewesses, Io the iustaics of orphan girls the 
suggestion should be particularly thought of. op 


One of the most promising “ signs of the times“ is the ciroumstance 


that a Reform movement is spreading and taking practical shape among the 


Orthodox in Russia. The advocates of Reform do not favour the sweeping away 


of landmarks such as marked the progress of so-called Reform in Germany aud 


Ameica, On the contrary they appeal to the Talmud iteelf for authority for 
legitimate changes on histcrical and tralitional lines. Ia the Jeraelita (the 
principal organ of the Jews of Poland, printed in Polish and published at 
Warsaw) and in the Woschod articles have appeared advocating Reform. The 


articles in the Woschod are written by M. Lilienblum, a Talmudist of some 
reputation in Russia. |

Few roligious ceremonies, be they of a joyous or a mournful character, 


ublic or private, are allowed to take place i1 Paiis without a kind thought 
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being given to the wants of the poor or to the reqnircmonts of educa ional-and 
charitable institutions, on whose bebalf it is cnstomary to make collections on 
almost every conceivable occasion. Apart from the usual quétes which are 
made at regular periods ia all the Parisian Temples, a special collection wag 
introduced a few years ago on the evening of the Fast of Atonement in aid 
of the varied communal institutions in the capital. The opportunity 
is in many respects, and especially on account of the emotions of the hour, a 
most auspicious one for the object ia view, It is, therefore, not surprising to 
learn that the % te on the recent Fast resulted in the collection of a hand. 
some amount, which will have au appreciable effect on the institutions among 
which it is to be divided. Some persons with ultra-religions views may no 
doubt be shocked at the idea of carrying money to synagogue on Yom Kippur, 
but it appears that even the most rigid among the faithfal in Paris join in 
the collection, taking care, however, to provide themselves only with as much 
money as they intend to drop iato the capicious purses held oat before thom,

£1n,— Whatever differences of opinion may exist as to the merits (f the 
„New Judaism, of which Mr. Claude Montefiore bas bec» ne the able exponent, 
there cau be littl doubt that its appearavce at the present moment is most in- 
opporture and may do much to retard the comptete healing of the breach 
between the Orthodox and Reform parties in this country, towards which euch 
happy and rapid pregrees has been made during the last decade. The views 
enunciated by him will be regarded as the logical patcoms of the Roforin move- 
went, adapted to the requirements of the younger generation, who naturally 
nerd a more rensations!t religious prograume than sufficed for their pre- 
deccrsors,and it is ciflicult to see when aod where this disintegrating process is 
to etop Ie would be satisfactory to many, anxious for the unity of our race, 
to have an authoritative cxprersion of dissent from these extreme views, at tle 
handa of the more thoughtful and more conservative leaders of 
the Reform congregation, so that the position might be clearly defined, ant 
wo might know that they decline to recognize this new departure as the 


neccesary sequel of their own secession from Ortho lox views and Orthodox 
ritual. 


The one lesson which the study of Jewish annals teaches. wich the 
utmost impressiveness is, that «ny attempt to dissociate the /istorical and 
national trum the religious element of our faith must be as futile as ite success 
would be disastrous. It bas been repea'edly attempted, aud has invariably 
brought about the greatest of our disastcre, so that it is uot too much to affirm 
that it is the cultivation of tbis very bistorie sense which is the one thing 
necessary for the preeervatiou of our religious sentiment, An historical event, 
the Exodus, marked the ‘commencement of car religious pationaliy; 
au bistorical event, the Diaspora, maiked its termination; avd we are tanght to 
look forward to au historical event, the Messianic Adveut, for its resamption, 
And if we take heed to the icsaons of the past (and for what other purpose 
are they given to us ?) we shall find that the experimeot has been repoatedly 
tried ona sufficiently large scale to render its farther repetition somswhat 
superfluous, 

Nearly three thousand years ago, the king lom of Eohraim assi nil sted 
its national customs as much as possible to those of the peoples around it, and 
persevered in the attempt for some three centuries, with the result of the 
destruction of Samaria and the Assyrian captivity. The Kingdom of Jadah 
continued the experiment for another century and a half, till it culminated in the 
fall of Jerusalem and the Babylonian exile. Again, io the later period of tho 
Hasmonean monarchs, the ever recurring tendency of the Hebrew race to this 
denationalization and loss of historic sense, brought about its Hellenization and 
consequent subjogation by Rome; and it was due to the much abused and 
much mieunderetood Pharisaism—the analogue of the Protestant reformation 
in the Christian Charch—resolutely taking its stand on the historical and 
nationsl basis of the faith, that Judaism escapsd entire absorption: and by 


that, and that alone, it has been kept alive and vigorous through the storms of 
successive ages. 


To ignore the mutual relations existing between our historical and national 


‘development, and the spiritual evolution of our religion, is indeed to reject the 
very essence of the teaching of our sacred books Every great crisis of Jewish 


history, from ite inception to the cessation of prophecy, was bat the opportunity 
for a trrther growth of religious doctrine, adapted to its changing fortu es. 
Each of the Divine revelations in pre-Mosaic times was accompanied by a new 
covenant, until the nation, called into being by the genius and labours of Moses, 
was consolidated by the courage of David, and the stateswausbip of Solomon. 
And then commenced the period of propbetic spiritualizatioa of the faith, in 
which each advance was called forth by a special historical event becoming in 
its turn the starting-point of a more highly developed religious principle. 
Thus the great revolution which destroyed the dynasty of O.uri evoked tho 
doctrine of Elijah that Jehovah a/one was henceforth to be worshippol in the 


laud of Isr el, to the exclusion of the Go's of the hesthens—a loctriue fraught 
with tremendous political cousequ-nces to the State. and until then atterly | 


uukoown; for every nationality residing in the country hal hitherto enjoyed 
full liberty to worship its own deities after its own fashion. The rapid growth 
ot the Kingdom of Assyria, and the attempted assimilation of the polity and 
customs of Israel to these of the great powers around it, coincided with the 


appearance of Amos, and his enunciation of the next stage of spiritnal develop- 


meut, that Jehovah was to be recognized not only as the God of Israel, but as 
the God of all mankind—a statement which must bave been almost incompre- 
hensible in a stage of civilisation when each people, nay, almost each city, had 
its special tutelary deity. The immineot approach of the fall of Samaria was 
sigoalised by the advent of Hosea, who preached the doctrine of the love and 


parental relation of Jehovah to Israel, whose neglect of this tie had necessitated — 


the punishment about to enene. And the next great historical event—the alli- 


ance of the kingdoms of Ephraim and Syria, and their declaration of war | 


against Judah—coincided in time with the earliest of those prophecies of [saiab, 
which continued to be poured forth at each recurring crisis, with ever-increasing 


spiritual advancement, for a period of forty years, and eventuated in the co 


plete revolution of the national worship, based on the substitution of the one 
central sanctuary of Jerusalem for the ancient and almost innumerable provin- 


cial shrines, with their groves and their pillars—the sensuous emblems ofa | 
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nature-worehip henceforth to be for ever banished from the minds of the 
people of Israel. 

That Ritual progressed with Dogma follows as a ne:essary consequence; 
but it was always progress within the lines of nationality, and small as was 
the significance which Isaiah attached to ritual in comparison with justice, 
morality, and faith, he nevertheless safeguarded the maintenance of hiatorical 
festivals, both in his own time and for the days of the future redemption. So 
that when the entire ceremonial had to be re-organised on the return from 
Babylon, the leaders of the scanty remnant never lost touch of the historical 
sense which had guided their ancestors through so many centaries, and based 
their worship and their customs on the antique national models. To them, after 
two generations of captivity, Hebrew had become as strange a tongue as it is to 
us. They did not on that account abandon its use as the sacred language (as 
the new Judaism would have us do in no distant future), bat accommodated 
themselves to the change of circumstances by the introduction of interpreters 
to translate the Holy Books into the vernacular Aramaic. And the record of 
Ezra shows us with sufficient clearness what they thought of the policy of assi- 
milation by intermarriage, which appears to be now regarded alike by Jew and 
Gentile as the panacea for our inveterate tribalism. 

To those amongst us who are old enough to remember our social position, 


. our political status, and the charactor of our synagogue services in the days prior 


to Reform, the improvement now witnessed will be deemed abundantly satis- 
factory. That pari passu they will continue to improve there ean be no 
reasonable doubt, but it will not be by the adoption of the sensational pro- 
gramme of the new departure. There are times when the policy of a wise 
passivity is preferable to that of action, and we may, for the present, be fairly 
content with the progress we are making, though it be not one of “ teaps and 
bounds.” To break the chain of historic continuity which forme our brightest 
heritage, and whose every link is an element of spirituality, for the more than 
coubtfal advantage of assimilating our religion to one which owes nearly the 
whole of its ritual and most of its sacraments to ourselves, wonld be indeed to 
destroy the jewel and preserve the casket. The residuum of such a procs 
might be Theism, or might be Universalism, it would indubitably cease to be 
Judaism.

| TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin, —I have gratefully to acknowle ge your courtesy in allowing me to 
address your readers on this very important subject, and also to thank you for 
your kind comments on my letter. But | cannot allow to paes unchallenged a 
misconception into which you have fallen as regarda my own aims. You say, 
„Mtr. Voysey has outrun the main body of Christians and come up with the 
rear-guard of Judaism, but he appears to wish that these should detach themselves, 
like himself, from their own main body.” 

Now this | emphatically repudiate. I wish nothing of the kind. I have 
ever expressed my wish to see the Jewish body firmly united amongst them- 
selves and, for centuries to come or as long as ever it be necessary, to see them 
faithfully preserving their distinction and individuality as a nation among the 
nations. For this purpote | have aivocated and not opposed the maintenance 
of those institutions which are necessary to such distinction and national 
individuality. Keeping the samo purpose faithfully in view, I have ventured 
to say, and here repeat, that some existing institutions are necessary and ben: fi- 
cial, while others are not. Those which are unnecessary or obstructive to the 
Jewish mission in this world ought to be either aboliehed or reformed, with a 
view to the benefit and progress of that mission. 

Will it be questioned by a single devout Jow that the whole past history of 
their race points clearly to what that mission is? Is it not to maiutain in ite 


simplicity and purity the belief in the One trae aud holy God, and to teach that 


belief to all mankind? No one is worthy of the high privilege of Jewish 
birth, who does not recognize that as the supreme reason of all the dealings 
cf God with the family of Abrabam, down to this hour. | 

Now, permit me to go on to point out wherein many Jews of to-day seem to 
me unfaithful to their high and holy calling. They are selfishly content to be 
Jews by birth and by conformity to the prevalent rites of their religion ; con- 
tent to be only let alone to follo v their peculiar custo na, an! to leave the rest 
of the world in what the Jews know to be spiritual darkness, error, superstition, 
idolatry. They bave the precious and eternal truth, but they de not care to 
i+ part it; they cherish a faith of which they are proud, but they would fain 
keep it to themee)Ves and ehut out the Gentilea from all share in its privi 
ges end bliee. They make no effort at all at proclaiming it to the world 
cutside ; they even Ceprecate the smallest appearance of the missionary spirit. 

I anticipate tLe excuse for all this; | see and I own its force myrelf. Wo 
have,” the Jews way retort, * only just emerged in the most civilized parts of 
the world from a position of abject social slavery and persecution. It was; all 
we could do to hold our own with as wuch secrecy and in as much obscurity as 
was porsible. Our property, our very lives were in peril. It would have been 
suicide to try to commend our Faith to Christian hearts. And now, just after 
the Christians bave granted to us our political and social :iberty and are 
beginning to recognize, encourage and reward whatever talont we Jews may 
manifest, it would be ungracious and ungrateful to repay their kindness by an 
attack upon the popular creeds.” Such, I believe, will be the ready plea in 
reply to wy rebuke of the unfaithfulness of some Jews to their mission. And 
I own ite force. : 

Well, I do not wish the Jews to follow in my steps and atiack the popular 
crecd, All I wish them to do, all that I think they ought to do under the 
circumstances, is to give an opportunity to, and to invite, Gentiles to come and 
2 in their worship and to listen to tho exposition of their faith. This at 


east they are bound to do, as the witnesses for the living God in an age of 


unbelief and idolatry. But in order to do this it is mauifestly needful to modify 
tome cof their institutions, to discard what is obsolete in their worship, and to 
make more prominent the essential traths of their religion, 

If the abolition of the Hebrew language from the worship in the syna 
gegues be deemed too violent a change, let a portion of the service be read in 
the vernacular, and let that portion be what is universally suitable for prayer 
and praise, and not what is merely historical and commemorative. Let the 
preaching be such as to enlighten the ignorant, to inspire the unspiritual, to win 
the aspiring. Let the name of the Eternal be proclaimed as the great solvent 
of all our modern perplexities, the God alike of Nature and of the heart of 
man; the same One Everlasting Father and Friend, who was the Divine Com- 
panion and Comforter of all the faithful sons of Abrabam who trusted in Him 
and whose faces were not ashamed, the Hope of [erael, the Light of the World. 

Be as cautious as you possibly can before admitting anyone as a Progely to 


of the Gate, but make your test of admission not the repellant rite of orcum- 


cision or the impracticable reversion of the Sabbath from Sunday to Sa:urday, 


i; or, in ehort, any ceremony or institution which is peculiarly binding on Jews as 


Jews; but make your test a spiritual one—to have the heart right with God, (o 
be trae and loyal to Him without a eecond or a rival, and to be in earnest as a 
believer in and defender of the true Faith. 

By such proselytes you would strengthen your own unity, and at the same 
time be building a bridge, not for Jewish desertion, but for Gentiles to walk 
over and to join your ranks in the army of the Lord. Do not let it be the 
reproach of the Jews in this day of their peace and prosperity that they cared 
more for forms and ceremonies than for the precious traths of their religion, 
and that when the hour struck for them to rise up to their noble function as 
God's witnesses, they shrank back in silence from their divinely-appointed task, 
and sat down selfishly to hug their gold and to en joy the sweets of social regard 
without one thought of that tremendous responsibility which their God had 
laid upon them with every t-ken of His bounty and lovo.

Sia, — Will vou permit me to say a few worde on the of Reform. 


Two men had a flock of sheep. The flocks were separated by a fence. In course 
of time parte of the fence fell into decay; the sheep grow enterprising, a fow 
of the bolder spirits leaped the fence or crept through the weaker places. But 
did the owners of the eheep on that account break down the fence and eay, 
Let us have np barrier; better that the two should mingle than be harassed bya 
partition over which some still will jump, and through which others will creap,” 
On the contrary they built the fence still higher and said “ We will keep sepa- 
rate.” Now I am not sure that one flock was more valoable than the othor, 
that one conld trace a pure descent from the sheep that entered Noah's ark, and 
that the other had no ancestors at all to boast of, and yot their owners sa tho 
advisability of keeping them distinct, Why then ehould we wishto mix with 
other nations? Why should wo lower tho bartier ene inch ? What advantage 
wonld it be to us if everyone should keep our Sabbath? Why should we cease 
to be as we have always been, a peculiar people? I do notadvance these views 
for the sake of Religion, but for the sake of Race. In these days it is so difli- 


colt for any reasonable person to believe the myths and fables that form tho. 


chief part of every creed that I think it would matter nothing (as far as intolli- 
gent persons are concerned), if these myths and fables were thrown over at 
once, for ever. But in our present state Religion is all we have to preserve the 
Race intact, therefore I would not improve upon or do away with one ancient 
form or custom. The Jews have a great past, they may have a grand fature, 
but this will not be attained by mingling with the mushroom races who boast 
their descent of some few hundred years. It is of the Jews asa race that we 
should be proud, and it is their religion that has held them aloof from other 
nations. Reform in religion would only make just one degree more tolerable 
that which is almost useless, except for the preservation of the Race. Christ 
was a great reformer. He saw the abuses and errors that had crept into Jadaism 
and set himself to reform them, and from Uhriat ani his teachings have sprang 
up numberless religions each contaising such errors aod abuses that no reform 
short. of a sweeping demolition could now root them out. We do not want sects 
that fancy themselves akin tus to hold out the hand of gool fellowship and 
say Let us amalgamate, why should we not meet cach other half way so that 
our children may intermarry aud all distinction of creed be lost? Lot us 
not be swallowed up in the massa, let us not abandon one ancient time-honoured 
custom, if by so doiug we move one step nearer to those who, however they 


may resemble ue, in my opinion, are not of our race, Other nations may soe r. 


at our institutions as unsuited to the nincteenth century. Their sneers are our 
safeguard, It is their tolerance, their teien ship we have to fear—no their 
contempt. If amongst us there are many, and their number must inévitably 
increase day by day, who can see no foundation for a belief in any revealed 
religion, let us not, therefore, try to make our religion’ more attractive, more 
rational, for the further we go in Reform the further we must go to keep up 
with the spirit-of the tim +s 
ideas contained in the two words are almost incompatible; it is not Tabism, 
not Unitariauism, but Judaism as old-world as we can make it, And 
this not for the sake of oar im-nortal souls, but for the siko of oar immortal 
past, for the hopes of oar glorious futuro. .

UEGREW PROFESSORSHIPS AT THE UNIVERSITIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin.—As a gracdscn of a late teacher of Hebrew io the University of 
Cambridge, I mast ask von to allow me space for a few words about tha 
paragraph in your issue of Friday last on the exclusion of Jews from the 
Regius Professorship of Hebrew. 

In the first place I cannot but think that, in common with a great many 
nineteenth-century reformers, yon approach the question of University changes 
from a wrong point of view. No one can symovhise more strongly with 
the Jews in their sttagele for civil freedom and religious toleration than I 
do personally, but here I think you are ds nanding something which savours 
less of toleration than of confiscation. Ono is apt nowadage to forget that 
many of those anc ent institutions—this very Professorship augng the num 
‘ber—which are every day being more and more disunited from that Courch 
with which they have been so long and s iatimately connected, were fonaded 
under the impulse of ibo“ New Learning“ by Caristians and for Christians, at 
a time when there was not a Jew ia E gland. Now, however, that your 
countrymen, by their talents and industry and integrity, have raised themselves 
to boa power in the land, why should they not go and do likewise? What 
hinders those of you who are rc and powerfal from founding—if there be 
need of it—not merely a Professorship, bat a College for the fartherance of 
Hebrew learning among those of your own persuasion ? 

In the second place you say. when Professor Jarrett died, we urged that 
the Professorship of Hebrew at Cainbridge should be thrown open to all creeds, 
go that at least a chauce should be given to Jewa to obtain the ry it of instrac- 
tion io their sacred langaage.” I altogether fail to perceive in what sense it can 
be true to say that the Jews have net that right. They may be ineligible for 
a particular chair which its founder—Ilenry VIII.—iatended other people to 
fill; but what possible bar can there be to Jews giving or receiving instruction 
in Hebrew either at Cambridge or any where else in the Unite! King lom?

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DEATH OF M. CHARLES NETTE R. 


We deep y regret to announce the death of M. Charles Netter, the 
fourder of the Alliance Israélite Universelle of Paris, whose life was 
devoted to works of the highest philanthropy, and whose active mind never 
ceased to find means for alleviating the sufferings and improving the 
physical and moral condition of his. brethren. 

Charles Netter was the third son of Moise Netter and Marie Wormser. 
He was born at Strasburg in September 1826, and died on the 
2nd inst., from the effects of a liver complaint, at Jaffa, the 
scene of his most devoted philanthropic labours for the regenera- 
tion of the Jews in Palestine. He was in perfect health when he left Paris 
early in September at the request of the Alliance Israclite Universelle on 
a mission connected with the interests of the Agricultural School at Jaffa, 
and also with the object of assisting with his valuable advice and practical 
experience the Russian Jews who had emigrated to the Holy Land. His 
last letter from that institution, dated the 20th September, was full of life 
and spirits and did not betray the slightest symptoms of illness. 

Charles Netter was destined for a professional career, and received his 
earliest education at the Lycée in his native city. 
entered as a pupil of the college at Belfort, and daring his stay in that 
town he lodged with the Rabbi Lehmann, of whom he ever preserved a pious 
souvenir. In 1840 he determined to discontinue his studies and to devote 
himeelf to a commercial career. With this o! ject in view he was placed in 
an important business house where he remained some time. He was sub- 
scqrently transferred to Lille, and later on to Moscow, displaying 
everywhere remarkable activity and gaining the esteem of all with whom he 
came into contact. In 1852 he established a business of his own in con- 
jonction with the future husband of his yonthfal sister. After a long 
ness lis brother in-law died, leaving a young widow and five children, and 
overwhelmed with debts, M Netter made prodigious efforts to save the 
commercial honour of the firm and to maintain the family with which he 
had been burdened. This heavy responsibility induced him to reject all 
suggestions of marriage, a resolution to which he faithfully adhered to the end. 
Other embarrassments ensued, which would have brought him to despair 
had it not been for the courage which sustained him in all his difficulties. The 
slave of duty, this sentiment gave him strength. He returned to Russia, 
then lived for some years in Alexendria, and finally he founded another 
business in London, which happily prospered, and which some months.ago he 
transferred to one of his emplo s whose fidelity and devoted affection enabled 
M. Netter during 12 years to fulfil his duties towards his father, to devote 
himeelf to works of philanthropy, more especially to the establishment of the 
Ecole de Travail (School for Mannal Labour) at Paris, the Alliance Isra¢ ite 
Unixerselle, of which he was theactual founder, and chiefly to the institution 
with which his name will ever be idextified, the Agricultural School (Mik vel 
Israel) at Jaffa, 

As early as 1848 he was the chief promoter of the“ Socié d de Patron- 
age des Ouvriers Juifs ” of Paris, and thanks to his untiring exertions and 
indomitable energy, this work as well as the Home which he founded later 
on for the purpose of giving temporary shelter to mechanics out of employ- 
ment, remains in a most floorishing condition. : 

It was in the year 1859 shortly after the !amentable Mortera case that 


Charles Netter first conceived the idea of establishing a Universal Israclitich 


Alliance. He communicated his plans to a few friends, and in the following 
year, after several preliminary meetings had been held at his residence in 
the de Vendéme, the Alliance Isreéite Universelle was definitely 
constituted in his rooms. Ile was appointed a member of a emall com- 
mittce charged with framing the laws of the new society, and had the 
satisfaction ol seeing Lis draft adopted as the permanent statutes of the 
institution, 
Since the year 1800 he has remained the indefatigable and ever-rea ly 
cnvoy of the Alliance to Dalistine, Constantinople, Berlin, Madrid and 
srody. Wherever bis colleagues of the Central Committee judged that 
his presence wou'd be useful, he promptly obeyed the call, and allowed 
neither family duties, nor the difficulti:s of his mission, nor the rigours of the 
scaton to deter him from urdertaking the journcy de manded of bim. As 
en instance of his great self-abnegation we may mention that whilst spending 
tene p'estant wecks cn tle lanks of the Rhine with the family on whom 
curing 20 years he hed bestowed all his sffections, he was urged by the 
Alliance to proceed to Brody, and without a moment’s hesitation he left the 
‘harming spot ard passed nany weeks in Galicia during a most severe 
Winter. 
incessantly occupied in soothing the dreadtul misfortunes which had been 
taured Ly the Kussian persecutions, in sclcting the emigrants to America 
and on Gistributing food and clothing smeng the unfortunate refugees. 
‘he harrowing scenes which. he witnessed totally unrerved him, but he 
persevered in his benevolent Jatours, devoting not only the entire day, but 
even many nights, to the task with which he had been entrusted. It is 
Lelieved that whilst at Brody he imbibed the seeds of the disease which 
has brought his valuable life to an untimely end. 75 


In previous years he also undertcok several important missions con- 


nected with the p Olitico-philanthropic work of the Alliance. When in 1878 
the Central Committee reselved upon sending delegates to Berlin during 
the sittings of the Congress, in order to defend the rights and interests of 
the Rovmanian and Servian Jews, he volunteered to go to the German 
capital together with M. Kann, another valuable member of the Committee. 
Again in 1880 he represented the Alliance at the Conference which met at 
Madrid for the settlement of the affairs of the Jews in Morocco. 

M. Neiter’s chief labours were, however, devoted, as we have already 
observed, to «fforts for ameliorating he condition of the Jews in the Holy 


Laud, After a number of echools had been opened through the medium of the 
Alliance in Turkey and Morocco, M. Netter directed its attention to Pales-

b With this object in view he undertook a journey to the Holy Land 
in the year 1868. At the commencement of August in that year he arrived 
at Jerusalem, and on the 8rd of that month he convened a meeting of the 
respective communities of the Holy City on the plateau of Mount Sion. 
He announced to the crowded assemblage which had responded to his invi- 
tation that the Alliance was anxious to improve the condition of his core- 
ligionists in the East. “Courage and patience, brethren,” he said, “ I swear 
to you before God, in whose presence we stand, that this day will never be 
obliterated from my memory.” The information which he gained in Pales- 
tine was embodied in the memorable report which on his return he addressed 
to his colleagues from London on the 25th December, 1868. He pointed 
out that the Jews in Jerusalem were in a wretched condition, whilst land 
was cheap and uncultivated. No improvement could be effected through the 
adults, but he hoped that some good might be done with the rising genera- 
tion. The conclusion at which he arrived was that this desirable end would 
best be achieved by the establishment of an institution where the young would 
receive a proper agricultural and technical training. As far as he himself 
was concerned, he declared that he would never consider his mission termi- 
nated until, the work having prospered, the promise which he made on Zion 
should be falfl led. | 

His views were cordially adopted by the Alliance, and a public sub- 
scription having been opened, M. Netter was commissioned by the Alliance 
to obtain an Imperial firman, together with a grant of land. The scheme 
was favourably received by the Grand Vizier and the Council of State at 
Constantinople, and especially by the Goveraor-General of Syria, The 
Saltan’s firman, which was readily obta ned, stipulated that the school shoul! 
be attended by not less than thirty pupils, and that although it was specially 
established for Jews, it should also admit pupils of other creeds and nations. 
The se'ection of the land having been left by the Governor-General of Syria 
to M. Netter, he chose an excellent tract of 240 hectares (one hectare being 
equal to 2 acres, 1 rood, 35 perches) situated close to Jaffa and on the road 
from that téwn to Jerusalem. The concession was made to the Alliance, to 
which the entire estate and property belongs. The institation was opened 
in 1870, amid considerable opposition from certain classes of Jews in Jeru- 
salem, an opposition which has been maintained to the present day and was 
a source of great bitterness to M. Netter. The celebrated Jewish historian 
Professor Graetz, of Breslau, who visited the agricaltaral school ia the 
spring of 1872, reported that it already then kept pace with and to someextent 
surpassed the Christian establishments, The institution had, however, in 
later years to contend with so many diffi ultie-, that M. Netter himself 
assumed its management for some time, and since he relinquished that 
honorable but arduous post, he has visited the school seven times, superin- 
tending the construction of buildings, the boring of welle, and the laying ont 
of the grounds and gardens. In the summer of the present year the pupils 
were recruited by several orphan children who had been specially selected for 
that purpose from among the Jewish refugees at Brody, and it is to 
some extent’ in connection with the placing of these children that M. 
Netter proceeded to Jaffa last montb, although hia family implored him to 
defer his visit unti! the intense heat which prevailed in Palestine should have 
abated, He may be said to have literally died in harness, for one of his 
latest acts was to give employment as agricultural and other labourers to 
several starving Russian Jews who had settled in Jerusalem, and who, it 
was feared, would otherwise have fallen into the hands of the Conversionists. 

M. Netter’s few leisure hours were chiefly occupied in studying thie 
Bib'e, which was his favourite book, and to a less extent in writing articles 
for the Jewish press. In the last named capacity he was a frequent con- 
tributor to the columns of the Jewish Chronicle... For Mosaism he hal an 
almost fanatical adoration; it was indeed this ardent sentiment whieh 
inspired him with the two highest aims of his life: the amelioration of man, 
the happiness of mankind. The void which has been created by the death 
of Charles Netter it will be almost impossible to fill, and his well nigh 
in reparable loss will long be mourned by Judaism at large, but particularly 
in the narrower circle of his fellow-workers, whom he ever inspired with his 
onabating zeal and whose hearts he won by the fire of his speech auf by 
his strikingly noble attributes, May his soul rest in peace! |

DusBLIn — The death is announced in his 7th year of Mr. John J. Davis. The 
deceased gentleman was an active and zealous member of the Dablin Jewish Com- 
munity. He founded in Dublin the Jewish Philanthroy le Society and continued 
its treasurer for upwards of 20 yeara, He was greatly resposcted by all classes of his 
fellow-citizéns and his loss will be mach felt,

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A JEWISH SYNOD.—I. 


Iw a series of articles entitled “ Jewish Law and Modern Life,” we pointed 
out some time ago the discrepancies which existed between the enactments 
of Jewish Law and the exigencies of modern life, discussed the spirit in 
which these should be obviated, and finally urged that a Synod should be 
summoned to consider the possibility of a reconciliation of the opposing 
claims, We revert to the topic in the confidence that none other could be 
of more interest to our readers or of more importance for modern Judaism. 

We previously justified the need of some modifications of Jewish Law 
by a brief sketch of similar changes throughout its history till it became 
stereotyped in the Schulchan Aruch, which remains up to the present day 
the only authoritative code of Jewish custom, We can equally justify the 
expediency of a Synod by precedent: When the Rabbis of France and 
Germany found that Jewish Law as they had it came in conflict with what 
was to them “ modern life” they met in their Synods and issued regula- 
tions (7'ekanoth) which should bind all the congregations under their control. 
Thus, among the alterations made legal by these Synods, allowing the use of 
fire on Sabbath to keep away cold may be noticed, while the abrogation of the 
Biblical permission of polygamy is a well known result of the Synod of 


Worms. It is quite erroneous to imagine that the present age has the 
monopoly ‘of .lax observance of Jewish practices. 


Jaucpa Hatxvi com- 
plained that Jews in Christian Spain kept Sabbath on Sunday, and in Mos- 
lem Spain on the Friday, which is the Sabbath-day of Islam. R. Mesas 
Cover complained that Mezuzoth were conspicuous by their absence on the 
doorposts of French Jews in his time, and that Tephillin were rarely worn 
among his coreligionists. Human nature was very much the same 


in the Middle Ages as it is now, and the same temptations 


to give up Jewish practices assailed medieval Jews. The chief differences 
are that. more widespread and more rapid changes have taken place in the 
status of modern Jews than ever before, and that the good old habit 
of authority arranging adaptations of Judaism to the altered circumstances 
of the time is not kep' up. We would advocate a reversion to this old 
principle of representative government in matters of religion. 

It may be argued that this rectification of Jewish custom is done 
unconsciously and effectively by the gradual obsolescence of Jewish law. 
The Schalchan Aruch is already laid on the shelf, say some. We doubt 
very much the accuracy of this statement. In matters of ritual, in the 
details of the Shechita, in the intricacies of our marriage laws, not to men- 
tion other sections, the Shulchan Aruch still practically rules our lives, and 
would still be appealed to if any of these topics came under the notice of 
the law of the land, Only those having intimate acquaintance with the 
practical working of the Shechita laws can have any ides how much the 
Shulchan Aruch really affects the daily lives of all observant Jews, who yet 
form the vast majority of the community, however rapidly their ranks may 
be thinning in the present day, The Shulchan Arach is the Jewish 


* Statutes at large,” and as yet it is unrepealed. No, the legal code 


of Rabbinism enshrined in the jour divisions ot the Schulchan Aruch is 
by no means inoperative in the modern life of Jews, and if many of 
its enactments are disregarded ~ in practice, that is only à further reason 


for a thorough revision of the whole code, While the statutes remain | 


unrepealed and are yet not carried into practice, other and salutary lawe 
suffer by the general loss of binding power that results from disuse. 

It is this unauthorized and arbitrary abrogation of Jewish laws 
and customs that we wish to obviate by the means of a duly appointed and 
duly authorised Synod. At the present day every Jew is becoming “ his own 
Ray.” He keeps up this enstom for one reason and that for another, while 
his neighbour disregards both for a ‘third. The most vital interests of 
Judaism are at stake if this process is to continue much longer. That the 
process is at work who can deny? On all sides we see signs of modifica- 
tions of habits, of thoughts and of opinions. Is all this to continue unheeded 
by those whose function it is to be the spiritual guides of our people? It 
is the duty of our clergy to meet the growing evil with an organized attempt 
to grapple with it, and for this purpose they should meet in council and dis- 
cuss what are the directions in which alterations should be made. Jewish 
laymen can express the needs of the congregations ; the Jewish clergy 
must discuss the means of satisfying thom. 


The difficulty is not a local one. Everywhere the results of the so- 
called Reform movement have shown that arbitrary alterations do but 
make confusion worse confounded, And yet equally general is the com- 
plaint in Orthodox circles at the inroads of indifference. Unauthorised 
Reform has been found to fail, and yet Reform is found to be needful. 
Nothing remains therefore but Reform wn Jer authority, reform undertaken 
by the trae guardians of our religion, the Jewish clergy. If Reformers had 
been content to work for their aims inside the community, they might have 
brought their reforms about under better auspices and with the vastly greater 
impetus of universal acceptance. After all, there is no religious despotism 


in Isnakl, and where congregations unite to express a need, their pastors 


must sooner or later satisfy it. In Russia, the course of recent eventa has 
also shown the need of internal reform and has led to a decided tendency 
to the formation of a Conservative Reform party in the very stronghold 
of Jewish Orthodoxy. . English Judaism is not likely to be behind that of 
Russia. 

The idea of a Jewish Synod is eminently practical, we contend, 
because it would do away with much embarrassment, with much inconsist- 
ency, and with not a little hardship on our. poorer classes, Let us take 


but one instance where the Schulchan Arcch stands in the way of a much- 


needed alteration, As the case stands at present our ecclesiastical authori- 


ties declare they are prevented by the code of R. Joszru Kano from 


permitting the Si from being reckoned from the lime a dead body is 
placed in a morthary. But for this poor Jews might be freed from much 
misery and much sanitary danger by the early removal of their dead from 
their confined dwellings, 

All this, it may be urged, may prove the nn of a reform of the Jewish 


law, but how will a Jewish Synod effect a change? Of whom is it to be 


composed ? What are to be the measures submitted to it, and how far will 


| its decrees be binding? These are questions we are prepared to answer. 


Next week we shall place before our reader a number of topics where large 
sections of the community see the necessity of alteration, and meanwhile, we 
may point how the Synod should be composed, and the extent to whic h its 
decrees should be followed, 

‘Some of our readers would probably consider that we might find A 


fitting precedent for our Synod in the body of gentlemen who a couple of. 


years ago helped to modify our Ritual, This is far from being our opinion, 
Lay advice may be desirable, and lay members might attend as at Church 


- Congresses, but the initiative and decisive steps must be taken by our clergy. 
We have no right to ignore that they are our spiritual leaders, and that 


their guidance should be accepted in spiritual matters. Ihe modifications 
that result should be binding on every Beth-Din of the congregations repre- 
sented thereat, and unless they come from duly-authorised Rabbis no Beth- 


Din would accept the decisions of the Synod, » 


All would depend on the binding power attached to the. due of the 
Synod, It would be worse than useless if they were to be taken merely as 
recommendations. They should be regarded as operative laws of communal 
life by every congregation that sends a representative to the Synod, Com- 


mon action is the aim of such an assembly, and this can only be obtained 
by common agreement to carry the resolutions of the Synod into practico, 


When the programme that we have to propose is laid before our readers it 
will be seen that no revolutionary Louleversement of the present state of 
things is contemplated. We merely desire to remove the snomalous 
condition of Jewish law in modern life, by which many of its enactments are 
not only not carried out, but by their non-fulfilment nullify the efficiency of 
the remaining laws which would otherwise have every claim on our allegiance 
and veuera‘ion, It is in the spirit of true conservatism that it is proposed to 
free communal life from laws that no longer answer to our needs and yet 


are theoretically binding on our consciences, t as we as precticalty enfore ation 
bye our authorities. | 
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THE NEW RUSSIAN LOA.

It is more than rumoured that a new Russian Government Joan is 
shortly to be issued in London at a reasonable rate, the emission of which 
has been, for obvious reason:, refused by the great Jewish house that 
generaliy serves this Government as intermediary. The matter is relegated 
to the two Christian honses next in standing. Further, it is quite under- 
stood that the great financial houses of our faith and race all over the 
world, will give no countenance to its emission, however cheap and 
advantageous it may be. It cannot fairly be urged, after these 
facts, that we are a mreenary people, for we distinctly refase a 
profitable transaction through want of sympathy with the oppressors of our 
people, In the time of the French war a German firm subscribed to the 
great issue of Rentes in Paris, They were punished for their want of 
patriotism by imprisonment. Let us hope that all Jews will hold them- 
Relves aloof from the forthcoming loan, whatever alyantages it may offer to 
Investors,

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

A meeting of the Bond of Guardians, the first. after the recess, was held on 
Monday last, at the oflice of the Board ia Dévonshire Square. There were present: 
Mr. Lionen L. Cons, President, in the Chair; De. Maurice Davis, Meesrs. L. L. 
Alexander, D. Benjamin, C. 8, Davis, Noah Davis, Lewis Emanuel, A. L. Lazarus, I. 
G. Lousada, F. A. Lucas, 8. Montagna, C. Samacl, Stuart M. Samuel, Sydney M, 
Bamuel, I. Seligman, 

After the tranguction of business affecting the salaries of two officets of the 
Board, 

The CHAIRMAN submitted a correspondence which had taken place with the 
Mile End Old Town Union and the Spanish and Portugucse Board of Guardians 
respecting the case of the Tolano children, who belonged to the Vortugnue-e Con- 
grevation, and who for many months had been in the school of the Union awaiting 
removal to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum at Norwood. The facts of the 
case were fully reported a few weeks ago in this journal, 

It appeared from the correspondence that Mr. Sydney M Samuel, tha Honorary 
Secretary of the Biard, having pointed out that the case did not come within the 
ape of that body, the Mile End Union, in complaining of the delay which had 
occurred in the removal of the children, wrote: If the arrangements made by the 
Guardians for the transfer of all children to institutions of the religion in which 
they had been brought up are to be voluntarily set aside, as in the present instance, 
it may be necessary for the Guardians to reconsider the whole question so aa to have 
arrangements made which shall not be subject to being set aside in the manner 
which appears to have been the enge in regard to these children.” In acknowledging 
this letter Mr, Samuel wrote that his Board had no control over this particular case, 
although it regretted that the Guardians should have been put to any trouble and 
inconvenience, Mr. Samuel added that eo far as his institution was conevraed. 
there is no disposition to deal with the cases of the children of the Jewish poor 
otherwise than by removal to certified schools of our oon creed, and we gratefully 
acknowledge the kind assistance of your Guerdians in fartherance of this object.” 

Mr. Sydney M. Samuel, in commuuicating the. coatrots of the letter 
from the Union to the Pre-ident (Mr, Daniel Castel’o) of the Spanish and 
Portugucse-Board, urged that Board to give its prompt aud best attention to the 
subject of the letter, * which is aeveuming a serious aspect with regard to the inter- 
ests of the Jewish poor, cepecially thore of orphan or deserted children.” In reply 
to this communication Mr, Castello wrote that the rubject would be submitted to 


the next general meeting on the 6th September, and he. added: “In the meantime 


I may mention that the eulject has teen carefully considered, and it was decided 
that we should not be justified in taking the great responsibility of removing these 
children, which would. involve a large anuual expenditure extending over many 
years, to the great detriment of our more deserving poor generally.“ The corres- 
pondence wound up with an intimation from the Clerk of the Spanish and Portu- 
guete Board that that body had, at their meeting on the 6th Sevtem er, agreed t» 
the removal of the children to the Atylum at Norwood.: 

Mr. Stcant M. SAMUEL the Boar! that at a meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum held daring the previous week, he 
had elicited the fact that the Tolano children, had not yet been received into the 
institution owing to some diflisulties which had arisen with tue Gaardians of the 
Mile End Union. 

Mr. Lewis EAuAN URL was of opinion that the case required farther considera- 
tion. He feared that if similar cases were to arise in the future, a certain amount 
of odium would be attached to their own Board, which was the parent body of the 
two. He did not wish to say anything unkind of the other Board, the members of 
which were actuated by the same charitable feelings as they themselves, nor was 
the present a fitting time to moot the question of the amalgamation of the two 
Boards ; but he thought that by means of a conference some steps should be taken 
to avert similar difficulties in the future, so that the advantages which had been 
secured for pauper Jewish children might not be jeopardised. He moved a res lu- 
tion to the effect that the Spanish and Portuguese Board be invited to appoint three 
of its members to meet three members of that Board, to consider the arrange. 
ments for the removal of Jewish children from workhouses to Jewish certified 
schools, 

Mr. C. S. Davis seconded the motion, ae 

Mr. Sypney M. SAMUEL pointed out that from the correspondence which had 
been read it would be seen that every care had been taken to show that their own 
Board was not at fault in the matter. 

After some remarks from the Chairman, Mr. Noau Davis and Mr. H. G. 


LovsabA who deprecated any steps which might give umbrage to the sister Board, 


and from Mr. S. MonTAGU, who advocated the union of the two Boards, the resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted, and Messrs, Lionel L. Cohen, Lewis Emanuel, and 
Bydney M. Samuel were appointed the three delegates of the Board, 


A letter was read from the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, asking the Board to 


— 


a-sume the charge of an inmate of the institution who had passed the age at which 
inmates were kept therein, but was not yet sufficiently advanced to ba apprentice 
and whose father had left the country since his admission. The committee of the 
Home looked upon the Board aa standing in deco parentis and expressed their wil. 
lingness to grant a sum not exceeding £20 as a premium for the boy's apprenticeshj

The CHAIRMAN subm tted returns (which were published in the Jewish Chronic, 
of August 25th) of the work performed by the Conjoint Committee of the Mansion 
House and the Board of Guardians with regard to the Russo-Jewish refugees M. 
Con stated that in acknowledging the receipt of these returns, which had beep 
forwarded to him by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, the Honorary Secretary of the 
Conjoint Committee, he had written to that gentleman a letter which then he read to 
the meeting and ia which the following passages occurred : This statement is mos 
clear and shoes at a glance the large amount of responsible work which the 
Conjoint Committee has performed aud the extreme care and economy with which 
it has administered the funds entrusted to it. It is satisfactory to find that among 
the refugees who have been persuaded or compelled to return from America, there are 
scarcely any cares of persons sent from London by the Conjofat Committe Tas 
126 Souls temaining here as well as a proportion of the 419 ‘ receiving no relief’ 
are likely, I fear, for some time to demand our attention. It is to be hoped that the 
number of chronic cases among the Jewish poor of London may not bs un lui 
swollen by any residuums from these numbers, Although your task is not yet at an 
end, I feel that I should rot adequately represent the feelings of the Board of 
Guardians, if I did not now express to you the high sense which I am sure iu 
members entertain of the great services and ardaous laboura of the C.nj .int Com- 
mittce. To deal adequately with the wants of 2.273 individuals, thrown upon Our 
shores within the space of a few weeks, ignorant of the language and strange to the 
habits ani cus‘oms of this city, to separate the deserviag from the undeserving, an 
to mitigate the privations and almost inevitable suffering of those who were 
assisted. constitutes a task demaniiog the highest firmness, disgarimiuatiot aal 
judgment, and also large powers of organization.”

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THE ANII-JEWISH RIOTS JN HUNGARY.

[REUTERS TELEGRAM | 
PESTH, 27TH 10, 1882. 

In the Lower House of the Hangarian Diet to-day M. Mocsary asked the 
Minister-President why martial law had been proclaimed in the county of 
Pressburg without previous consultation with the local authorities. M. Tieza 
replied that he had not ordered the estate of siege to be proclaimed, but bad 
only farnished the Government commissioner with the reqnisite fall powers in 
order that be might be able to employ them if occasion arose. The Minister 
went on to declare that so long as he occupied bis present position he would 
never have any consideration for the personal liberty of robbers, incendia ies 
and murderere, bat would devote his care to the protection of the lives and 
property of peacesul citizens. In case of necessity he would at any futare 
time adopt similar measures to those he bad taken to pat dewn the disturbances 
in the Preseburg district. 

The House resolved by an overwhelming majority to take note of the 
Premior’s statement. 


A telegram from Vienna says: It could nover be supposed that the balk 
of those concerned in the anti-Jewish riots were anything else bat the tools of 
designing men who kept in the background. That they are not animated by 
inveterate hatred of the Jew is clear from an amusing incident that occarred 
during Sunday's outbreak at Magyarbel. A wine and tobacco store, belonging 
to one Abraham Keies, was attacked by the mob, who amidst cries of“ Harrah 
for Istocry,” began to emash the windows. The owner of the premises thereupon 
threw open the doors of his establishment, and distributed tobacco, cigars, and 
brandy amonget the rioters. The latter having probably obtained all they 
wanted, forthwith dropped M. Istoczy and set up a ery, “ Hurrah for Cousin 
Abraham.“ They retired on the best of terms with the liberal Israelite. Un- 
fortunately, things did not take this happy turn everywhere, and shamefal 
proceedings are still reported from numbers of villages in the Pressburg district.

prominent members of tho anti-Semitic party, questioned the Goverament as to 
the information that led them to proclaim martial law at Pressburg, and whether 
they would not frame special regulations to prevent disturbances that would 
render martial law unnecessary, The question was followed by a rathor ani- 
mated debate, at the close of which Minister-President Ti+za made an energetic 
statement to the effect that he was resolved, under all circumstancer, to 
protect freedom and property. Riots like those that had occurred at Pressburg 
began by being directed against the Jewe, bat if allowed to continue, would 
soon become a stroggle between those who possessed nothing and those who 
owned property. He wonld be able to check them without having recourss to 
laws of exception. Oa Monday night there were anti-Semitic disturbances at 
Stampfen in Hungary. The windows of all the Jews’ houses were smashed, 
and two gendarmes were badly beaten. Similar scenes are reported from The- 


_beneudorf. At Szerdahely, on the contrary, there was a demonstration in favour 


of the Jews on Subday night. A meeting of Christians and Jews took place at 
the leading public-house and a procession was afterwards formed, which 
headed by a band of music, paraded the streets, amidst cries of “ Hurrah for 
our Jewisli fellow-citizens!." Long live all true patriots!” At this same 
place there were antl-Jowish riots a fortnight ago. |

themselves or wives, and after that were obliged to seck help, of course pri- 


vately, from their more fortunate brethren they were evabled to meet with in 


the cities when they were in Leghorn. Baron Jacob de Menasee, Messrs. I. 


Aghion, G. and S. Kolo, J. Naggiar, and afew others were very active in admi- 
nisteriug help in these cases and afterwards paying the expences of theirjretarn 
to Egypt.

ever, to obtain the number of signatures required by the standing orders he 
introduced his proposal in the form of a petition. . 
Herr Weitlof moved as a matter of urgency that the House should pase 
to the order of the day in order at once to proclaim its unwillingness to take 
the subject into consideration. This course was adopted, all, except two of the 
members, including the clericale, voting for Herr Weitlof’s motion.

TIE JEWS IN RUSSIA. - 


Incendiarism does not yet appear to have been stamped out in Russia, In 
the early part of September a fire broke out simultaneously in several parts of 
the flourishing town of Biala, which is situated not far from Warsaw. Upwards 


of 140 houses were burnt, and nearly 300 families, of whom the greater part 


are Jens, were reduced to destitution. The damages are estimated at nearly 
one willion roubles. It is satisfactory fo learn that several persons have boen 
arrested ov saspicion of having been the authors of the disaster. A few days 
earlier a disastrous conflagration, which is b: lieved, however, to ba due to ace. 
dental causes, destroyed upwarda of 200 buildings, including five Jewish houses 
of prayer, at Nislowitché (in the Government of Mohilew). The buildings of the 
Jewish cemetery were likewise burnt. 

Since the month of October of last year the Jewish population of Kieg 
has, in consequence of the wholesale expulsion ordered by Governor-General 
Drenteln, been reduced by no less than 13,728 souls. The same functionare has 
recently authorised the expulsion of Jews from the villages of Karpilowka and 
Prilouky. Fonrteen former Jewish residents from Kiefl—who have rerently 
been repatriated and sent back to that city from Brody by the Russian Consul 
aud his coadjutor (Captain Debile) specially appointed by the Russian Govern. 
meot—bave been driven out of Kieff on the plea that they no longer have the 
right to reside there. Tue authorities at Kleff have even vented their spite 
against the Jewish. choristers at the opera, who hitberto hal the right to live ju 
any part of the town. They have now been ordered to confiae their domicile to 
two suburba, which are the most remotely situated from the opera house, 

The Warsaw Courier expresses great indignation at the fact that one of 
the criminal courts in that city has tined two Jews for declining to appear as 
witnesses at a trial which was heard on the Iich September (the Ist day of the 
New Year), although ja:lges had been orderel in more than on» -ministorial 
circalar not to summon any persons as witnesses on those days which are 
observed by them as sacred. So scrupulously was this order carried ont ia 
former years that every precaution was taken, after haviog obtained official 
information from the Jewish community on the subject, not to place on the 
cause list for the days on which Jewish festivals occurred, any trials that 
involved the appearance of Jews as witnesses. The act of intoloraace of which 
our Warsaw contemporary justly complains, has, however, been distanced by 
another intolerant act on the part of a teacher at the gymnasium at Czernigow, 
who most cruelly and shocking maltreated and subsequently contined in the 
cells of the institution a Christian stu ent, for having had the kindness to give 


gratuitous private instruction to an indigent Jawish fellow student. While oa 


the subject of education we may mention that it is contemplate! to refase 
admission, from the commencement of the next term, to Jews as students at 
the University of Charkow. 

Count Ignatieff, who has always persistently denied that he was aa ensay 
of the.Jews or that be favoured the persecution to which they have been 
subjec'ed, betrayed himself a few weeks ago during a journey to Kieff, Oa 
his arrival at the railway station at Schmerinka, he found a number of Jews 
standing on the platform, and ordered the gendarmes to drive them out of the 
building. Some of the Jews, however, contested the right of the ex- Minister to 
interfere with them, and they consequently refused to move. Oa observiog this 
Count Ignatieff, so the Oles Listok relates, assailed the Jows with most iusult- 
ing epithets anc, beating about him right and left, he aided the police ia forcibly 
expelling them trom the station. On leaving, the Count thanked the gandarmes 
and distributed some money . them. Au explanation of this outbaret of

Dr. Vidaver has been connected with congregatiousin Sr, Louis, Philadelphia, 
New York,and recently in San Francisco. He was one of the ablest of the Euglish -

Failing health of late years confined his activities to his own congregation, but he 
lectured occasionally before the general public. In his views he was conservative,
